B. Typical year assessment(s): The field data collection on October 22, 2019 was taken during normal
conditions of the dry season of a typical year according to the Corps' Antecedent Precipitation Calculator.
Aerial photos accessed through Digital Globe were generated October 6, 2020, during the time of the field
data collection, and showed no evidence of water within the channel. Review of Digital Globe aerial
photography from a typically wet period (November 18, 2019) did not reveal the presense of surface water
anywhere within the review area. The site photographs provided by NCE (2020) document a channel with a
clear ordinary high water mark but without evidence of peristent flow. The channel is free of hydrophytic
vegetation and algae which we typically find in low gradient intermittent and perennial streams and ditches
in this regions.
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C. Additional comments to support AJD: Review of available information indicates that the water flows or
pools only in direct response to precipitation (e.g., rain or snow fall). There is no information available to
indicate that the subject channel flows continuously seasonally and more than in direct response to
precipitation (e.g., seasonally when the groundwater table is elevated or in response to melting snowpack).
No adjacent wetlands or abutting wetlands which could contribute water have been identified. A previous
determination was completed April 2014 showing Golf Course creek as an ephemeral stream. This data
supports the conclusion that the subject channel is ephemeral and not seasonally intermittent.
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
